The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior arts discloses a vent for a septic system wherein the vent includes a leg to 
sealingly receive gas conveyed from a septic system conduit, and at least one filter in 
communication with the leg, the at least one filter to filter the gas conveyed from the 
septic system conduit, and at least one filter disposed in at least one aperture to release 
the filtered gas from the vent.
